Carter  will  take  the  35-word  oath  to

E.  Burger,  following  the  swearing-in  of 
his  chosen  vice  president,  former  Sen. 
Walter  F.  Mondale  of  Minnesota. 

Carter,  elected  in  a  campaign  in 
which  he  orated  against  centralized 
Washington,  proclaimed  it  a  people’s 
inauguration  and  his  committee  sent 
out  invitations  to  hufidreds  of 
thousands. 

For  days  there  have  been  jazz  and 
classical  music  recitals,  poetry  readings, 
lectures  and  square  dances  in  church, 
and  branches  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  the  Library  of  Congress, 
Capitol  Hill,  and  in  the  public  park. 

For  the  more  affluent,  there  were 
seven  inaugural  balls  in  public  buildings 


and  downtown  halls  on  Thursday 
night.  Tickets  to  the  balls  cost  $25  per 
person. 

The  52-year-old  Carter,  the  former 
Navy  officer  and  Georgia  peanut 
processor,  represented  a  new  face,  the 
transition  took  on  even  more 
significance  in  his  replacement  of  the 
outgoing  President,  Gerald  R.  Ford. 

Ford,  narrowly  defeated  in 
November  after  trailing  badly  in  public 
opinion  polls  for  months,  was  the 
epitome  of  the  Washington  political 
figure  whose  prime  goal  for  decades 
was  to  become  speaker  of  the  House. 

He  never  made  it,  but  he  was  chosen 
by  former  President  Richard  M.  Nixon 
to  be  vice  president  under  the  25th 
amendment  when  Spiro  T.  Agnew 
resigned,  When  Nixon  resigned  in  the 
Watergate  scandals  of  August,  1973, 
Ford  became  president. 

Ford  chose  a  quiet  departure  from 
the  Washington  scene. 

Associates  quoted  Ford  as  saying 
that  after  the  formal  inauguration 
ceremony  beginning  at  1 1:30  a.m.  EST 
Thursday,  he  would  fly  with  his  wife, 
Betty,  to  Monterey,  Calif. 

Ford  then  planned  to  travel  across 
the  country,  playing  in  several  golf

He  became  a  pillar  of  his  church  -  a 
“born-again  Christian”  in  his  own 
words. 

He  was  elected  to  the  state  house 
over  the  opposition  of  entrenched 
political  interests,  and  shocked  many 
when  he  said  in  his  inaugural  address 
that  no  Georgian  should  “ever  again  be 
deprived  of  the  opportunity  for  a  job, 
an  education,  or  simple  justice  because 
he  is  poor,  rural,  black  or  not

that  Utah  County  commissioners 
Yukus  Inouy.e  and  Karl  Lyman,  along 
with  the  Utah  County  Planning 
Commission,  made  biased  and  unfair 
decisions  against  the  plaintiffs. 

The  suit  charges  that  “the  defendants 
have  embarked  upon  a  scheme  to 
restrain  trade  in  the  use  and  sale  of  real 
property  within  Utah  County,  UState 
of  Utah  and,  in  particular,  have 
restrained  the  plantiffs’  use  and  sale  of 
their  property.” 

They  also  state  in  their,  suit  that  the 
defendants  have  used  real  estate 
development  companies  in  which  one 
of  the  commissioners  and  a  member  of 
the  planning  commission  are  involved. 

They  allege  that  Lincoln  Realty,  of 
which  planning  commission  member 
Lowell  Christensen  is 
secretary-treasurer,  and  Highland 
Manor  Estates,  owned  by  Inouye,  have 
received  favorable  treatment  in  zoning 
matters  where  the  plaintiffs  have  not. 

According  to  the  Federal  Court 
spokesman,  no  summonses  have  been 
served  in  the  matter.  They  said 
summonses  in  the  matter  had  to  be 
served  by  the  plaintiffs. 

They  also  say  in  the  suit  the  zoning 
ordinance  passed  recently  by  the 
county  commission  is 
“unconstitutional.” 

“I  am  firmly  convinced  that  these 
people  are  tampering  with  our 
constitutional  rights,”  Howard  Jensen, 
one  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  suit,  said. 

Jensen  said  the  defendants  in  the  suit 
had,  in  his  opinion,  given  breaks  to 
other  parties  when  they  had  turned 
him  down  for  bulding  permits. 

“I  think  the  most  universal  and  the 
most  odious  of  all  discrimination  is  the 
discrimination  against  the  poor,”  he 
said. 

He  added  the  commissioners  had 
downgraded  the  price  Of  County  lands 
by  restricting  development  on  them.

Salt  Lake  City  and.  County  went  to 
court  over  the  county’s  levying  taxes 
for  services  to  unincorporated  county 
areas.  The  Utah  Supreme  Court  ruled 
the  levies  amounted  to  double  taxation 
and  were  illegal. 

The  bills,  sponsored  by  Rep.  Sherm 
Harmer,  R-Salt  Lake,  are  supported  by 
both  governments.  They  would  allow 
the  county  to  set  up  special  districts 
levying  a  maximim  of  ten  mills. 

The  bills  would  also  give  the  county 
the  option  of  charging  fees  for  services 
provided  such  as  fire  protection, 
garbage  collection  and  street  lighting. 

One  measure  would  make  it  easier 
for  the  county  to  set  up  a  taxing 
district.  Under  present  law  if  taxpayers 
representing  40  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
property  protest,  the  county  cannot 
form  the  district. 

Harmer  proposes  to  increase  that  to 


50  per  cent.  He  notes  that  Kennecott 
Copper  Corp.  accounts  for  36  per  cent 
of  the  assessed  valuation  in  the  county 
and  has  in  the  past  led  the  move  to 
block  formation  of  a  special  district. 

Lee  Farnsworth,  R -Provo,  who  serves 
on  the  Local  and  State  Government 
Committee,  said  the  open  meeting  bill 
requires  governmental  bodies  to  give 
notice  before  holding  meetings. 

The  bill  originally  required  72  hours 
notice  before  a  meeting  could  be  held 
but  was  amended  to  require  notice  in  a 
reasonable  time. 

Other  amendments  were  expected 
Friday,  Farnsworth  said. 

The  vandalism  bill  was  placed  at  the 
bottom  of  the  House  calendar  for  later 
consideration.  It  had  passes  on 
Tuesday. 

Rep.  Lorin  Pace,  R-Salt  Lake,  said  he 
thought  it  might  encourage  vandalism 
by  children  anxious  to  embarrass  then- 
parents.

Demos  move  to  block 
decontrol  on  gasoline 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Ford  acted  Wednesday  to  lift  price 
controls  from  gasoline,  but  the  action 
on  his  last  day  in  office  ran  into  stiff  * 
opposition  in  the  Democratic- 
controlled  Congress,  where  moves  to 
veto  the  action  were  immediately 
launched. 

The  efforts  under  way  in  both  House 
and  Senate  to  reject  the  gasoline 
decontrol  proposal  seemed  likely  to 
succeed,  with  many  members 
expressing  concern  about  the  consumer 
price  impact  while  others  saying  the 
question  should  be  left  to  the  incoming 
Carter  administration. 

Congress  has  1 5  days  to  nullify 
Ford’s  move.  A  negative  vote  in  either 
chamber  would  kill  the  action. 

Congressional  critics  previously  said 
the  decontrol  move  could  add  six  cents 
a  gallon  to  gasoline  prices  paid  by 
motorists.  The  Ford  administration 
said  the  price  hikes  would  be  much 
lower. 

The  administration  said  an  end  of 
price  controls  was  necessary,  to  provide 
incentives  for  the  petroleum  industry 
to  increase  exploration  and  refinery 
capacity.  The  controls  were  established 
in  the  wake  of  the  1973-1974  ARab  oil 
embargo  when  prices  were  rising 
rapidly. 

In  the  House,  Reps.  John  D.  Dingell, 
D-Mich.,  and  Morris  K.  UdaE,  D-Ariz., 
drafted  a  resolution  to  block  the  action 
within  an  hour  after  it  was  announced 
by  the  White  House. 

Congressional  sources  said  opposition 
to  the  move  is  so  great  that  a  veto  to 
block  it  could  come  as  early  as 
Thursday. 

A  similar  ■  resolution  was  being 


circulated  in  the  Senate  by  Sen.  Henry 
M.  Jackson,  D-Wash.,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Interior  Committee.  Jackson 
was  trying  to  round  up  as  many 
signatures  of  key  Senate  Democrats  as 
possible  before  introducing  the 
measure. 

The  resolution  wiU  express  the 
feeling  of  the  Senate  leadership  that 
the  issue  of  gasoline  decontrol  should 
be  left  to  the  incoming  CArter 
administration,  according  to  a  Senate 
source. 

The  Federal  Energy  Administration 
said  the  end  of  price  lids  might  send 
the  price  of  unleaded  gas  up  about  two 
cents  a  gaHon  —  reflecting  its  higher 
refining  costs.

Sadat  drops  price  increases 


CAIRO,  Egypt  (AP)  -  Egyptian 
President  Anwar  Sadat  revoked  price 
increases  on  food,  gas  and  cigarettes 
Wednesday  after  riots  in  which  police 
fire  killed  one  child. 

The  Egyptian  government  ordered  a 
14-hour  curfew  for  Cairo,  Alexandria 
and  Suez  City  at  the  southern  end  of 
the  Suez  Canal  as  rioting  and  clashes 
raged  across  the  city  for  the  second 
day.  Public  transport  came  to  a 
standstill,  shops  and  factories  were 
closed  and  government  employes 
stayed  home. 


360-member  parliament  with  305  seats, 
would  meet  in  the  afternoon  to  review 
events.  Parliament’s  economic 
committee  will  meet  Thursday  for  . the 
same  purpose. 


The  government  blamed  the  rioting 
on  Communist  agitators  but  indicated , 
it  might  roll  back  some  of  the  price 
hikes. 


Cairo  radio  said  the  curfew  would  go 
into  effect  at  4  p.m.  and  would  last 
until  6  a.m.  today.  It  was  Egypt’s  first 
curfew  since  the  1952  revolution  that 
overthew  the  monarchy. 


The  broadcast  said  police  had  been 
ordered  to  shot  curfew  violators. 

An  announcement  said  the 
government  acted  “at  the  request  of 
Prime  Minister  Mamdouh  Salem  and 
the  approval  of  President  Anwar  Sadat 
to  suspend  the  latest  price  regulations.’ 

It  added  Salem’s  ruling  Center  party 
which  overwhelmingly  dominates  th< 


“We  are  dying  of  hunger  anyway  so 
kill  us,  Sadat,  with  your  bullets!”  the 
crowds  chanted.  But  President  Anwar 
Sadat  was  holidaying  at  Aswan,  600 
miles  to  the  south,  awaiting  the  arrival 
of  Yugoslav  President  Tito  for  a  visit 
planned  for  today. 

One  detachment  of  riot  police 
opened  fire  as  it  battled  a  crowd  near 
A1  Azhar  University,  in  the  city’s  old 
quarter.  A  10-year-old  boy  fell  dead 
with  a  bullet  in  his  chest.  Others  in  the 
crowd  had  cuts  about  their  heads  and 
faces. 

Other  demonstrators  battled  police 
for  more  than  two  hours  on  Sherif 
Street,  in  the  heart  of  the  best 
downtown  shopping  area.  The  police 
fired  tear  gas  canisters  which  the 


demonstrators  picked  up  and  hurled 
back  at  them.  Rocks  and  stones  were 
exchanged,  and  the  air  was  acrid  with 
tear  gas  fumes  as  people  watdhed  from 
balconies. 

Trucks  loaded  with  riot  police  rushed 
to  various  parts  of  the  city,  but  the 
demonstrations  spread. 

The  crowds  set  fire  to  several 
buildings  near  Liberation  Square,  the 
city’s  main  square,  where  crowds  rioted 
Tuesday  night,  throwing  stohes  at  the 
police,  smashing  cars  and  breaking 


billboards.  The  police  said  at  least  400 
persons  were  arrested. 

There  were  riots  Tuesday  night  also 
in  Alexandria,  the  port  city  126  miles 
to  the  north  and  43  policemen  were 
reported  injured.  Police  reinforcements 
were  on  patrol  there  today,  and  early 
reports  said  heavy  rains  helped  calm 
the  situation. 

The  riots  broke  out  after  the 
government  ended  price  subsidies  on 
many  items,  jumping  prices  on  food 
gasoline,  cigarettes  and  other  products.

The  services  included  the  playing  of 
tape-recorded  talks  which  had  been 
telephoned  to  the  mortuary  by 
Gilmore’s  mother,  Bessie  Gilmore  of 
Milwaukie,  Ore.,  and  his  brothers  living 
in  the  East. 

Attending  the  90-minute  services 
were  some  20  relatives,  friends  and 
associates  of  Gilmore’s  family,  family 
sources  said. 

Afterwards,  Gilmore’s  ashes  were 
scattered  from  an  airplane  over  Spanish 
Fork  and  Springville,  the  sources 
revealed.  Gilmore’s  body  had  been 
cremated  Monday  night  in  a  Salt  Lake 
City  mausoleum  after  several  organs 
were  removed  and  donated  to  the 
University  of  Utah  Medical  Center. 

His  ashes  were  scattered  over  the

Long  before  the  execution,  he  said, 
“I  reached  the  point  where  I  couldn’t 
enjoy  the  luxury  of  dealing  with  my 
feelings.” 

Meanwhile,  it  was  learned  that, 
handcuffed  and  about  to  be  led  from 
the  Utah  State  Prison 
maximum-security  unit  to  the 
execution  site,  Gilmore  was  given 
permission  to  step  into  the  unit’s 
corridor. 

“Adios,  Pierre  and  Andrews.  I’ll  be 
seeing  you  directly,”  Gilmore  shouted. 

He  referred  to  Dale  S.  Pierre,  23,  and 
William  Andrews,  22,  death  row 
inmates  in  the  maximum  security  unit 
convicted  of  the  execution  style 
slaying  of  three  persons  in  an  Ogden 
record  store  during  a  robbery,  Also 
sentenced  to  face  firing  squads,  Pierre 
and  Andrews  are  awaiting  the  outcome 
of  appeals.

Ford  rejects  blanket  amnesty , 
but  reclassifies  some  veterans 


WALLA  WALLA, 
Wash.  (AP)  -  The 
usually  wily  coyote  is 
breaking  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand  and 
paying  for  it  with  his 
hide,  says  a  Washington 
Game  Department 
biologist. 

The  state’s  coyote 
population  has  increased 
steadily  since  1972,  said 
biologist  Lee  Stream  of 
Walla  Walla,  who  started 
a  „coyote  research 
program  a  year  ago. 

But  the  growing 
number  of  the  canine 
scavengers  hasn’t 
diminished  the  value  of 
coyote  fur.  Buyers  in 
Spokane  last  month  paid 
as  much  as  $85  for  a 
large,  near-perfect  skin. 

The  biologist  said 
coyote  pelts  sometimes 
are  dyed  to  resemble 
wolf  or  cat  fur.  The  pelts 
can  be  found  on  some 
coats  that  sell  for  as 
much  as  $  1 ,800,  he 
added. 


Stream  said  the  high 
prices  are  due  partly  to  a 
scarcity  of  wild  cat  pelts. 
He  noted  that  importing 
cat  fur  is  now  restricted 
because  many  species  are 
classifed  as  endangered. 

Demand  for  coyote  fur 
also  has  increased 
because  of  a  ban  on  the 


use  of  wolf  pelts  for 
parkas  and  other 
clothing,  he  said. 

‘  ‘  H  unting  at  an 
accelerated  pace  li}ce  we 
are  seeing  will  cut  into 
the  coyote  population, 
but  it  should  only  serve 
to  reduce  it,  not  to 
decimate  the  numbers,” 
said  Stream. 
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WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Ford  Wednesday  ruled  out  blanket 
amnesty  for  Vietnam  military  deserters 
and  draft  evaders  but  directed  that 
wounded  and  decorated  veterans  who 
received  other-than  honorable 
discharges  have  their  status  changed  to 
honorable  discharges. 

Ford  late  last  month  had  said  he 
would  look  into  the  possibility  of  a 
general  amnesty  for  Vietnam  war 
deserters  and  draft  resisters  after  he 
was  asked  to  do  so  by  the  widow  of 
Sen.  Philip  A.  Hart,  D-Mich.,  who  had 
supported  such  amnesty. 

Road  use  limited 
to  Echo  campsite 

Road  use  in  the  North  Fork  of 
American  Fork  Canyon  will  be 
restricted  beginning  today.  The 
restriction  will  apply  to  all  vehicles 
other  than  snowmobiles. 

The  restriction  will  be  in  effect  at 
Echo  Campground  during  the  rest  of 
the  winter  season.  Limited  parking  will 
be  available  from  the  fork  of  the  road 
to  Echo  Campground. 

The  restriction  is  necessary  to 
prevent  resoufce  damage  in  accordance 
with  the  Off-Road  Vehicle  Plan 
approved  by  the  forest  supervisor  in 
December.  The  restriction  is  for  public 
safety  in  snowmobiling  and  other 
winter  activities.  Prohibiting  road  use 
prevents  damage  which  occurs  under 
wet  conditions  and  preserves  a 
groomed  snowmobile  trail. 

The  Utah  State  Division  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  will  maintain  the  road  from 
Echo  Campground  as  a  snowmobile 
trail  in  conjunction  with  the  American 
Fork  Snowmobile  Trail  complex. 


In  a  letter  to  Mrs.  Hart  today,  the 
President  said  he  had  “decided  to 
maintain  my  position  on  earned 
clemency  and  hope  you  will 
understand. 

“Within  my  clemency’  program, 
however,  I  have  directed  that  the 
o  ther-than-honorable  discharges 
received  by.  former  service  members 
who  were  wounded  in  combat  or 
received  decorations  for  valor  in 
combat  in  Vietnam  each  be  reviewed 
and  upgraded  to  discharges  under 
honorable  conditions  unless  there  is  a 
compelling  reason  to  the  contrary  in 
any  case,”  Ford  wrote. 

A  White  House  spokesman  said  only 
deserters  would  be  affected  by  Ford’s 
new  directive  and  that  at  most  700 
veterans  would  be  eligible. 

The  White  House  released  a  copy  of 
the  letter  to  Mrs.  Hart  after  deputy 
White  House  counsel  Edward  Schmults 
had  telephoned  Mrs.  Hart  and  read  the 
letter  t  her. 

The  President  also  sent  letters  to  the 


secretaries  of  the  three  armed  services 
and  the  commandant  of  the  Coast 
Guard  asking  them  to  evaluate  how 
many  people  would  be  eligible  under 
his  new  program. 

Those  who  have  their 
other-than-honorable  discharge 
changed  to  honorable  would  become 
eligible  for  veterans  benefits,  including 
medical  care;  and  GI  educational 
benefits. 

In  1974,  Ford  offered  draft  resisters, 
but  not  deserters,  a  form  ,of  limited 
amnesty  by  giving  them  the 
opportunity  to  “work  their  way  back 
into  society”  through  public  service. 

According  to  White  House 
calculations,  106,472  draft  resisters 
were  eligible  for  the  program  but  only 
21,723  took  advantage  of  it  before  it 
expired  last  year. 

Many  of  those  eligible  refused  to 
accept  Ford’s  offer  because  they  felt 
they  had  acted  morally  by  resisting 
what  they  believed  to  be  an  illegal  war 
and  therefore  required  no  clemency. 


Tutors  available  for  students

The  cost  of  the  service  is  $2.50  per 
hour  for  undergraduate  students  and 
ranges  from  $2.50  to  $3  per  hour  for 
graduate  students. 

“Our  tutors  also  cater  to  small 
groups  for  the  cost  of  $3  per  hour  for 
undergraduates  and  $3.50  per  hour  for 
graduate  students,”  Jensen  said.  “The 
payment  for  the  service  is -a  business 
transaction  between  the  tutor  and  the 
student,”  he  said.  “The  sole  purpose  of 
the  service  is  to  refer  students  to 
tutors.”

When  BYU  and  Arizona  State  step  out  on  the  court 
tonight  in  Tempe,  no  one  will  know  for  sure  which 
team  have  shown  up  for  the  contest  until  after  the 
opening  tip-off. 

The  Cougars  could  suit  up  the  squad  that  played 
poorly  against  Colorado  State  last  weekend,  or  they 
could  play  the  team  that  humiliated  Wyoming  the 
nexf'night. 

On  the  other  hand,  Arizona  State:  is  0-2  in  the 
WAC  and  just  8-7  overall.  Yet,  the  Sun  Devils  have 
one  of  the  most  talented  groups  of  athletes  in  the 
WAC  this  year.  Coach  Frank  Arnold  says  that  ASU, 
along  with  Arizona,  has  more  talent  than  anyone  else 
in  the  league. 

Injuries 

Arizona  State  has  been  hampered  by  injuries  to  two 
key  players.  Mark  Landsberger,  a  6-8  forward  who 
was  the  last  man  cut  off  the  U.S.  Olympic  team,  and 
freshman  Johnny  Nash  have  both  been  hurt. 

Nash,  a  6-6  guard-forward  out  of  Long  Beach, 
Calif.,  was  one  of  the  nation’s  top  10  prospects  out  of 
high  school.  He,  along  with  Landsberger  and  Tony 
Zeno,  give  Arizona  State  a  tremendous  front  line 
when  everybody  is  healthy.  Arnold  calls  Zeno  “one 
of  the  finest  players  in  the  conference.” 

Outside,  ASU  has  Rick  Taylor  and  James  Holliman, 
two  experienced  backcourt  men,  to  give  the  Sun 
Devils  a  strong  attack.  So  the  Maroon  and  gold-clad 
hoopsters  could  explode  at  any  time,  especially  at 
home. 

Good  practice 

Arnold  says  he  won’t  know  until  after  the  game 
starts  how  his  team  will  do  against  ASU.  The  team 

has  practiced  well  this  week,  he  says,  but  “the  team 
had  good  practices  last  week  and  was  bombed.” 

“That  was  the  worst  night  of  my  life,”  the 
second-year  mentor  says  about  the  Colorado  State 
game.  “The  ball  wasn’t  dropping  for  us,  and 
everything  seemed  to  go  wrong.  And  I  can’t  fault  the 
team  members;  they  were  really  trying.” 

The  following  night,  overcoming  the  jitters  of  their 
conference  opener,  the  Cougars  went  on  a  scoring 
spree  to  blow  Wyoming  out  of  the  Marriott  Center. 

Because  of  the  split  at  home,  BYU  needs  at  least  a 
split  in  Arizona  this  weekend.  The  Sun  Devils  would 
probably  be  the  easier  of  the  two  teams,  with  the 
Cougars  tackling  nationally  ranked  Arizona  on 
Saturday. 

Arnold  has  predicted  that  the  WAC  champion  will 
lose  at  least  three  league  games.

BYU’s  men’s  gymnastics  team  enters  the  first  dual 
meets  of  the  season  this  week  on  home  ground  with 
matches  against  Cal  State-Northridge  and  No.  1 
ranked  Oregon. 

The  gymcats  will  take  on  Northridge  Thursday  at  5 
p.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  as  part  of  a 
doubleheader  which  includes  the  BYU-Arizona  State 
wrestling  match. 

Saturday  at  7:30  p.m.,  the  team  will  face  college 
gymnastics’  No.  1  team,  the  University  of  Oregon. 
The  Ducks  have  team-scored  around  215  consistently 
this  season,  the  top  average  score  in  the  nation.  They 
are  led  by  Breck  Grigas,  who  is  undefeated  in 
all-around  competition. 

The  Oregon  team  also  includes  Don  Lester, 
averaging  9.4  in  floor  exercise,  All-American  Curt 
Dogers,  averaging  9.5  on  the  side  horse,  Pac-8  still 
rings  champion  Scott  McEldowney,  Israeli  Olympian 
Miki  Moyal,  and  freshmen  Tom  Truedson  and  Gene 
Christensen.  Coach  Bill  Ballester  calls  the  team  “the 
most  talented  group  ever.” 

The  meets  with  Northridge  and  Oregon  open  a  long 
string  of  home  dual  meets  for  the  gymcats.  The  only 
previous  action  for  the  team  has  been  in  the 
intrasquad  Cougar  Preview  and  against  Nippon 
University  from  Japan.  Cougar  specialists  also 
competed  in  the  Oregon  Invitational,  but  the 
all-around  men  did  not  perform. 


Oregon  also  met  Nippon  University  during  the 
Japanese  team’s  tour  of  the  western  United  States. 
The  Ducks  scored  21 6.4  against  Nippon,  while  BYU 
had  a  team  109.15.  Nippon  scored  218.05  at  BYU 
and  221 .0  at  Oregon. 

The  Cougars  are  led  in  scoring  by  sophomore  Isamu 
Maesato  from  Okinawa,  Japan.  Maesato  scored  a 
5  3.80  all-around  against  Japan  for  third  place 
all-around  in  the  meet.  Another  top  star  for  the 
Cougars  is  Arnold  Neville,  a  sophomore  from  Durban, 
South  Africa,  who  scored  51  points  for  seventh  place 
all-around  against  Nippon;  and  senior  Bryn  Johnson, 
who  had  a  49.45  against  Japan. 

The  Cougars  will  continue  the  home  stand  next 
week  hosting  Washington.  The  teams  will  compete  in 
compulsory  routines  at  3:30  Thursday  and  in 
optional  routines  at  7:30  p.m.  Friday.

Y's  dunk  king  leads  the  way

The  stuff  is  back  in  college  basketball 
and  Verne  Thompson,  the  6-6  Cougar 
forward,  shows  opponents  how  it’s 
done. 

The  talented  jumping-jack  from 
Renton,  Wash.,  says  “The  stuff  is  great! 
I  love  it.” 

Against  Utah  State  two  weeks  ago, 
•  Verne  brought  down  the  Marriott 
Center  roof  with  a  big  sweeping  stuff 
shot  after  an  assist  from  Vance  Law.

Verne  and  one  of  his  teammates  were 
suspended  from  playing  in  the  Cougar 
Classic  in  December  for  improper 
conduct  off  the  court.  “Coach  Arnold 
was  justified  in  what  he  did  and  I 
respect  him  for  it,”  Verne  states,  “and 
I  hated  sitting  in  the  stands  watching.” 

Last  weekend  the  Cougars  began 
their  battle  for  the  conference 
championship,  playing  Colorado  State 
and  Wyoming  at  home  in  the  Marriott 
Center.  The  Cougars  lost  their  first 
game  to  CSU,  which  is  detrimental  for 
a  WACteam  to  do. 

Verne  explains  it  this  way:  “We 
don’t  usually  miss  the  shots  we  missed 
that  night.  The  ball  was  just  not 
bouncing  our  way.  Late  in  the  game 
when  we  really  needed  the  ball,  we 
fouled  a  CSU  player,  hoping  he  would 
miss  the  foul  shot  and  we  could  get  the 
rebound. 

“He  missed  the  shot,  the  ball  took  a 
funny  bounce  and  they  regained 
control.  That’s  the  way  it  went  for  us 
all  night.” 

BYU  invades  the  Arizona  country 
this  week  to  play  Arizona  State 
Thursday  night,  then  takes- on 
14th-ranked  Arizona  Saturday.

says.  “I  don’t  care  if  they  are 
nationally  ranked  or  not !  ” 

When  Thompson  is  not  playing 
basketball,  he  enjoys  target  shooting, 
golfing,  fishing  and  skiing. 

Verne  comes  from  a  family  that 
Consists  of  one  older  sister  and  a 
younger  brother.  “My  sister  got  the 
brains  in  the  family,  my  brother  is  the 
mechanical  one,  and  I’m  the  athletic 
one  in  the  family,”  the  senior  says. 

Attending  BYU  and  not  being  a 
Mormon  was  not  a  hard  adjustment  for 
Thompson.  He  has  enjoyed  going  to 
school  her  and  has  enjoyed  the  friends 
he  has  made.  “BYU  is  a  very  fine 
institution,”  he  comments,  “but  I  have 
to  admit  that  it  is  different  than  I 
thought  it  would  be.” 

After  graduating  from  BYU,  Verne 
would  like  to  play  pro  basketball.  If 
that  doesn’t  work  out,  however,  he  is 
majoring  in  law  enforcement  and 
would  like  to  use  it  in  some  type  of 
investigative  work. 

In  speaking  of  the  coaches, 
Thompson  expressed,  “Coach  Arnold  is 
one  of  the  finest  coaches  in  America 
today.  Coach  McMullen  and  Coach 
Anderson  are  also  great  coaches.  They 
put  in  more  time  to  make  the  program 
successful  than  anybody  will  ever 
know.” 

Coach  Harry  Anderson  says  Verne’s 
greatest  contribution  tb  the  team  is  his 
offensive  scoring  punch.  “He  is  an 
excellent  offensive  player  and  works 
extremely  hard  to  improve  himself 
each  day  in  practice.” 

Verne  expressed  gratitude  for  the 
way  the  fans  have  been  lately.  “The 
fans  at  BYU  have  been  great  and  we 
appreciate  their  support.  It  really 
psychs  the  other  team  out  when  our 
fans  act  like  they  have  been  the  last 
couple  of  games.” 

The  team  faces  its  strongest  road  trip 
of  the  WAC  season  this  week.  The 
Arizona  schools  had  better  be 
prepared,  because  when  the  Cougars 
and  Verne  Thompson  invade  them  this 
week,  they  could  get  stuffed.

How  long  another  rate  hike  can  be 
stalled  is  another  question. 

Taken  by  surprise,  the  irritated 
company  already  has  spent  more  than 
$70,000  defending  its  rates  in  court, 
and  before  the  state’s  regulatory 
commission.  Now  it’s  asking  even 
higher  rates  to  recover  those  legal  costs. 

It  says  the  high  rates  are  needed 
because  of  “excellent  service”  its 
customers  have  received  for  years, 
including  toll-free  calling  to  Kalamazoo 
and  Battle  Creek  some  25  miles  away. 
Some  $1.7  million  spent  for  a  new 
building  and  equipment  sparked  the 
1975  hike,  officials  say. 

But  customers  refuse  to  stomach 
that. 

Their  protest  began  one  bitterly  cold 
day  in  early  December  1975.  About 
130  of  Hickory’s  930  customers 
gathered  in  front  of  Chuck  Parker’s 
general  store,  marched  the  few  hundred 
feet  to  the  company’s  tiny  office  and 
signed  forms  to  end  their  phone 
service. 

The  increase  in  rates  from  the  $10.60 
charged  since  1969  had  been 
unanimously  approved  several  days 
earlier  by  the  state  Public  Service 
Commission. 

But  beseiged  afterward  by,  petitions, 
phone  calls  and  visits  from  the 
customers  and  their  Kalamazoo 
attorney,  Philip  Hummer,  the  PSC 
agreed  to  take  another  look  at  the 
Hickory  case.

The  cancer  researchers  take  a 
different  view. 

“It  is  not  bad  to  go  to  clinical  trials 
early  when  life  is  ebbing  away,”  s'ays 
Dr.  Vincent  J.  DeVita  Jr.,  who  is  in 
charge  of  drug  testing  at  NCI. 

“The  advanced  cancer  patients  are 
simply  a  different  population  than 
normal  people  who  might  benefit  from 
a  new  drug,”  Dr.  DeVita  says.  “Ninety 
per  cent  of  those  with  advanced 
metastic  (widely  spread)  cancer  will  be 
dead  within  a  few  months  or  a  year. 
They  should  be  given  special 
consideration.” 

Prominent  cancer  researchers  around 
the  country  interviewed  by  The 
Associated  Press  agreed  they  would  like 
to  see  the  NCI  take  charge  of 
development  of  experimental  drugs  in 
non-profit  cancer  centers. 

They  include  Dr.  R.  Lee  Clark,  who 
is  one  of  the  three  members  of  the 
President’s  Panel  on  Cancer,  as  well  as 
president  of  the  American  Cancer. 
Society  and  president  of  the  University 
of  Texas  Cancer  Research  System.

treatment  involves  the  use  of  two  or 
more  drugs  given  together  or  in 
sequence. 

This  approach,  combination 
chemotherapy,  has  produced  good 
results  in  the  treatment  of  leukemia 
and  breast  cancer.  The  separate  drugs 
hit  cancer  cells  at  different  stages  of 
their  development  for  a  better  total 
effect. 

The  FDA  officials  say  that  each  drug 
has  a  toxic  or  undesirable  side  effect  of 
its  own,  and  they  are  worried  that  the 
combination  may  add  up  to  more  harm 
than  expected  from  each  drug  alone. 

Combinations,  then,  would  have  to 
be  tested  for  a  year  or  more  in  animals 
before  being  tested  in  humans  to  look 
for  toxicity. 

“I  have  two  of  the  most  exciting 
research  leads  I’ve  had  in  25  years,  and 
I  can’t  begin  work  on  them,”  says  Dr. 
Emil  Freireich  of  the  M.D.  Anderson 
Hospital  in  Houston.

Paddy  Chayefsky,  who  wrote  the  screenplay  for 
“Network,”  praised  Finch’s  portrayal  in  that  film  of  a 
demented  TV  anchorman.  Finch  already  has  been 
honored  with  a  Golden  Globe  nomination  for  the 
part. 

Chayefsky  said  in  a  eulogy  that  he  had  “been  in 
;  of  him  (Finch)  for  years.  He  was  in  that  very 


select  circle  of  great  actors.. .He  dignified  his  parts.” 

Finch,  60,  collapsed  and  died  last  Friday.  His  last 
movie  role  has  won  acclaim  throughout  the  industry, 
leading  many  to  believe  Finch  will  be  the  first  to 
receive  an  Oscar  posthumously. 

Standing  before  Finch’s  flower-draped  casket  in  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  actor  George  Kennedy 
said  of  his  friend,  “He  was  the  least  selfish  actor  I 
ever  knew.” 
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Rock  opera  to  feature 
story  of  'Evita'  Peron 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Would  you  listen  to  a 
rock  opera  about  the  life  of  Eva  Peron?  No,  it’s 
not  a  joke. 

Eva  Duarte  Peron,  second  wife  of  Argentine 
dictator  Juan  Peron,  may  be  an  unlikely  subject 
for  the  idiom  that  produced  Elvis  and  the 
Beatles,  but  how  would  a  rock  opera  on  the  life 
of  Christ  strike  you  if  you  hadn’t  heard  of 
“Jesus  Christ  Superstar”? 

Well,  the  boys  who  brought  you  “Superstar” 
now  bring  you  “Evita,”  a  serious,  entertaining, 
hard  rock  look  at  the  woman  who  rose 
dramatically  from  less-than-respectable 
beginnings  to  the  side  of  one  of  South 
America’s  most  dominant  figures. 

“She’s  an  extremely  impressive  person,  a 
remarkable  person,”  said  Tim  Rice,  32,  who 
wrote  the  words  for  “Evita.”  “And  that  doesn’t 
mean  one  admires  her  100  per  cent.  I  like  to 
say  most  people  are  good  and  bad.  She  was 
very  good  and  very  bad.” 


The  rock  opera  was  unveiled  in  album  form 
here  this  week  for  the  media  and  selected 
trendsetters,  including  Sylvia  Miles  and  Prince 
Egon  von  Furstenburg.  A  head-start  single  of 
one  of  the  opera’s  most  stirring  songs,  “Don’t 
Cry  for  Me,  Argentina,”  already  has  sold  a 
quarter-million  copies  in  England. 


Rice  caught  the  idea  for  “Evita”  from  a  radio 
broadcast  he  heard  in  1973,  spent  some  time  in 
Argentina  “getting  the  facts  and  a  feel  for  the 
country,”  then  returned  home  to  England  to 
sell  the  idea  to  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber. 

Rice  got  the  facts  -  Eva  Peron’s  mundane 
background,  her  career  in  motion  pictures  and 
on  the  radio,  her  marriage  to  then-  Col.  Juan  D. 
Peron  and  the  brief  decade  she  spent  as  one  of 
the  world’s  most  glamorous,  powerful  and 
beloved  women.  It  ends  with  her  death  from 
cancer  in  1952  at  33. 

“I  was  not  trying  to  make  a  political  point,” 
he  said.  “I  was  concerned  with  what  made  her 
tick.  It  wasn’t  going  to  be  a  deep,  scholastic 
study.”
